This action is in response to papers filed on May 15, 2006.

Claims 1-11 are pending.

Claims 1-11 are rejected. 



Response to Arguments 



5. Applicant's arguments filed May 15. 2006 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

6. As to applicants arguments regarding the 35 USC 112 rejections. Applicant has 
removed the means language form claims 2-1 1 . However, applicant still fails to identify how a 
storage unit assigns correspondence. This limitations still renders the claim indefinite for not 
particularly pointing out what the applicant is claiming. Examiner questions what the difference 
is between a "dialogue scenario storage unit" which stores dialogue scenarios and a "scenario 
storage unit". 

7. As to applicants arguments regarding rejections under 36 USC 102. Applicant is arguing 
that Might fails to teach computers capable of transferring information to more than one server. 
The examiner points to (C. 5 I. 23-29) in which Might teaches the communication via the internet 
which inherently transfers information between multiple servers. 

8. As to applicants arguments that Might fails to teach assigning correspondence between 
dialogue scenarios and destination addresses. However, the examiner notes that Might 
teaches the second database for compiling users and categories(scenarios) associated with the 
users. This database also includes a users ID and address.(C. 9 I. 45-49) 

9. As to applicants arguments that Might fails to teach actually transmitting the scenario to 
the user, which is again a newly added limitation that is not entered. The examiner notes that 
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C.I 5 discussing presenting the user with the appropriate categories for which the information is 
requested. Hence, Might is transferring the scenario(category) to the user.
